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Broome C.C. President To Retire

Cecil C. Tyrrell’s retirement, 
hinted at in the October 28th issue 
of the FULCRUM, was made 
official at the faculty dance 
Saturday, December 18th. 

Mr. Tyrell, who was Broome 
Community College’s organizer 
and has been president since the 
founding of the college in 1946, 
said he probably will contribute 
his experience by acting as a 
consultant after he terminates 
his official capacity at the end of 
August. 

Looking back, Mr. Tyrrell 
says, in Thursday’s SUN 
BULLETIN, of his association 
with a college that has evolved 
from the New York State 
Institute of Applied Arts and 
Sciences, through Broome 
Technical Community College, to 
it's present title, of Broome 
Community College, ‘It isn’t a 
privilege that comes to many 
people.”’ 

Mr. Tyrrell brought a double 
line of accreditations with him 
; ed the t sk of 


both engineering and education. 
From his home in Crown Point, 


oes Li nev -GUCE =i aaa 
facility, being experienced in 


Mr. Tyrrell went to Purdue 
University where, in 1931, he 
earned a bachelor’s degree in 
mechanical engineering, 
following through with a 
master’s degree the next year 
and remaining to study 
economics and business 
‘administration. He made good 
use of his education as an 


engineer before moving into—- 


teaching, where he stayed for ten 
years, first at the University of 
Main; then The Pratt Institute 
and finally Rutgers University. 
By the time he accepted his 
present position at B.G.C. Mr. 
Tyrrell was a senior mechanical 
engineer in Primos, Pa. at the 
Anthracite Institute. 


Obviously, since no precedent 
has been set there is no policy for 
electing a president to replace 
Mr. Tyrrell. In the October 2nd 
interview with a FULCRUM 
reporter Mr. Darwin Wales, 
Chairman of the Broome 
Fommunity College Beard of 

rustet aa or the eeleetiOh ot 
@ new president, “I am certain 
that the process of selection will 
be conducted with the advice, if 


not the full consent of the faculty, 
probably some alumni, and 
certainly the students.’’ He 
elaborated, in a recent telephone 
conversation, on this statement 
indicating that members of the 
student government will be 
contacted in the very near future 
with regard to the filling of this 
most important, soon to be 
vacated position. He made it 
clear that there is no one 
particular candidate being 
considered at this time. 


“Whoever gets the job should be 
someone with experience in a 
similar college,’’ Mr. Wales said, 
suggesting that knowledge, 
background and proficiency 
should be the criteria for 
choosing a successor to President 
Tyrrell. Mr. Wales expects that 
the excellent reputation of B.C.C. 
will attract applications from 
highly qualified individuals all 
over the country. ‘‘These people 
should be interviewed on the 
campus and there will have to be 
a committee system organized to 
do this job,” he goes on to say, 
“We (the Board of Trustees) do 
not intend to do it alone.” 


County’s Education Chairman Offers Facts

Francis A. Norton, 18th District County Legislator, and 
Chairman of the County’s Education Committee, disturbed over 
articles in the last two issues of the FULCRUM concerning Broome 
County’s invulvement in college affairs has offered what he feels 
are the facts, and said, ‘‘It’s your money and your parents’ money! 
Why listen to rumors?” 

In a letter to the FULCRUM, Mr. Norton, in contradiction to 
what 16th District Legislator Salvador Rizzi said in the November 
11th issue of the paper, claimed, “these matters are public record 
available to everyone. They are in the hands of the Administration, 
the Faculty Association, the Trustees, every member of the County 
Legislature, all the news media, New York State departments and 
committees concerned with education, and various other groups.” 

Specifically, Mr. Norton said that he “took exception to the 
allegation that, Broome County’s Legislature has dictated the 
policies of the College governing curriculum, staff, program and 
others.’’ According to Mr. Norton, the facts are that the Legislature 
has never concerned itself with student connected administrative 
affairs, but as the college’s sponsor it is responsible for raising 
funds to support the college through taxation. He added that “BCC 
is, by far, the largest single item in the Broome County Budget.’ 

He further expressed concern over the allegation that “Broome 
County’s Legislature furnishes 20 per cent of the money and 
controls 100 per cent of the policies at BCC.” According to Mr. 
Norton this is “‘completely false.”” He explained that BCC is 
operated under two budgets. The first, an operating expense 
budget, covers daily expenses such as Salaries, utilities and 
general maintenance, of which Broome County contributes 
‘‘slightly more than 30 per cent.” The second budget under which 
BCC is operated is a capital budget which provides the funds for the 
construction of buildings and the installation of new equipment, of 
which New York State pays 50 per cent and Broome County 
contributes 50 per cent. Mr. Norton added, “‘this is a very large 
item and when combined with the operations budget, brings the 
total to at least 40 per cent (if not more) of BCC’s total cost.” 

As for control, Mr. Norton said, ‘‘the Trustees control BCC, five 
being appointed by the County Legislature, four by the Governor of 
New York State.” He added that BCC-is a part of the State 
University and is operated completely within the framework 
established by the State University under the watchful eye of New 
York State officials. : 


Mr. Norton continued his letter with a discussion of the kind of 
budget available to BCC, and an explanation of their advantages 
and disadvantages. Both of the types of budgets available to BCC, 
Plan A (currently in use) and Plan C, were discussed by Mr. James 
Bridger, Chairman of the Faculty Association, and Mr. Salvador 
Rizzi, 16th District Legislator in earlier issues of the FULCRUM. 

According to Mr. Norton, Plan C, advocated by Mr. Bridger in 
the October 28th issue of the FULCRUM, is a “lump-sum budget.” 
Mr. Norton said, “‘Most accountants would point out that this (Plan 
C) allows great possibility for poor judgment, favoritism and 
hanky-panky.” Mr. Norton called the plan “‘stupid.’’ 

Mr. Norton expressed confidence in the line-item budget (Plan 
A) under which the school is currently operating. ‘Every single job 
is spelled out by name and dollar amount,” he said, “‘every single 
expense, such as telephone, postage, electricity and others is 
spelled out by name and dollar amount. If there is fraud or poor 


“judgment, the matter is quickly discovered and confined to the 


small section of the budget without disaster to the whole budget.” 

He likened Plan C toan “‘open-hold ship which is flooded and sunk 
by a bad under-water gash,” while Plan A was compared to a 
“multi-compartmented ship which confines under-water flood 
damage and sails to safety.” 

Finally, Mr. Norton discussed the matter of teacher salaries. He 
stated that ‘‘no amount of rhetoric on my part can resolve this 
question,” continuing, “I taught in college for eight years and 
always felt I should be paid more.” : 

The methods of salary negotiations between public employers 
and public employees are carefully controlled by the Taylor Law. 
Negotiations between the County and the Faculty Association’ 


. began in March and after several months, according to Mr. Norton, 


eleven issues remained unresolved; however, in August, shortly 
before school reopened, the Faculty Association signed the 
disputed contract and accepted a7 per cent raise. 

“Without doubt,” according to Mr. Norton, “some members of 
the Faculty Association are not pleased with their salaries but they 
were represented by educated men and assisted by staff people 
from New York State Teachers Association which represents over 
150,000 teachers.”’ 

Mr. Norton concluded his argument by stating simply that, ‘to 
en best of my knowledge, both sides fully complied with the Taylor

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EDITORIAL 


Our much extolled Athletic Director and head basketball coach, 
Richard Baldwin, has cleared up any doubt that might remain as to 
his attitude towards academic freedom and student independence 
in a recent article appearing in the Evening Press headlined, 
“Baldwin Challenges Student Critics.” 

Any hope that Baldwin might concede control of student funds to 
the students was dispelled by that article. 

“Present a budget in September or October, have the students 
quarrel over it, about it, have it slashed with reckless abandon, and 
try to conduct some kind of inadequate sports schedule,” said 
Baldwin, clearly illustrating his contempt for the Student 
Government. He continued by stating that he saw only three 
alternatives open to the college if student unrest continues. They 
are: 

— ‘‘Regress to the haphazard operation we had prior to 1957-58 
and very possibly destroy or seriously emasculate the athletic 
program. " 

— Place all sports on a club basis with no allocation of funds 
except those that each individual sport can raise. 

— “Delineate in the catalogue an $11 athletic fee, divorced from 
the student activity fee, and have these monies administered by the 
Athletic Board of Control composed of the athletic director, three 
faculty members and one student.” 

Fortunately, Baldwin’s wild abandonment of the reality of the 
situation is not that which controls the college, for a fourth and 
considerably more conservative approach to the problem has been 
approved by College President Cecil Tyrrell and the ‘“‘small hard 
core of radicals’ that Baldwin so fears. 

The radically progressive ideas presented in the first step of their 
revolutionary approach can be described in two simple words — 
equal representation. 

President Tyrrell has agreed that in the future the Athletic 
Board of Control should consist of three students, three faculty 
members and Baldwin in an ex-officio capacity with the college’s 
administrative council having to vote in case of ties. 

Although this step is not all that a ‘“‘small hard core of radicals”’ 
might desire, for it does not actually yield equal representation, 
and.it leaves the question as to the amount of the activity fee still 
unresolved, it is certainly a reasonable approach that should at 
least be put to the test. 

What remains to be explained is why the Athletic Department is 
not required to submit a budget to the Student Senate, how one- 
third of the athletic funds could have already been spent without 
the “‘Board of Control” ever having met, exactly how much money 
is actually spent on athletics, and finally, why, in the past ten 
years, there has never been a surplus of funds turned back to 
Student Senate at the end of the year as is done by every other 
organization on campus funded by the students. 

Answers to these questions will come with time, as will student

1. If the police ask you for 
identification, tell them your 
name and address or show 
your ID. You may be asked to 
account for your presence 
and, without going into a long 
explanation, you should do so. 
2. If the police continue to ask 
questions, and if you think 
they might arrest you, tell 
them, “I HAVE NOTHING TO 
SAY UNTIL I SEE MY 
LAWYER’ (even if you don’t 
have one yet.) 

3. The police may frisk you. 
Unless they feel an object that 
could be a weapon, they 
cannot go through your 
pockets-purse without 
arresting you first. If you are 
not under arrest and they 
search you, tell them, “I 
DON’T CONSENT TO A 
SEARCH,” and try to get 
witnesses to hear you say that. 
4. DO NOT RESIST ARREST 
forcibly or by going limp. This 
is a separate offense for which 
you might be convicted even if 
innocent of the original 
charge. 

5. Once arrested, don’t engage 
in ‘‘friendly conversation’’ 
with the police; it won’t help 
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you. Anything you say can 
only build their case against 
you, so it is best to SHUT UP. 
You don’t have to talk or sign 
anything no matter what they 
tell you and you should 
continue to refuse. NEVER 
SIGN ANYTHING. 

6. Remember everything that 
happens. Get a good look at 
the officers and get their 
badge numbers. 


IN YOURCAR 


1. The Police can stop you at 
any time to ask for your 
license and registration. Keep 
both with you. 

2. The police cannot legally 
search your car when you are 
only stopped for a_ traffic 
violation. They must either 


have a warrant or a definite - 


reason to believe you have 
committed a crime. 

3. Anything you do not want 
found should be kept in a 
locked glove compartment or 
trunk. You may in fact leave 
your car locked while you step 
out to talk to the officer. 

4. If the police still insist on 
searching and if you object, 
tell them you don’t consent 
and try to get witnesses to 
hear you. If the police break 
or force the locks, it may help 
in court.

1. If the police or FBI come to 
your house without a warrant, 
you do not have to let them in 


or talk to them. NEVER 


TALK TOTHE FBI 
2. If they try to enter without & 
warrant, tell them “YOU

get witnesses to hear you say 
that. ; 

3. If the police have a warrant, 
ask them to slip it under the 
door. They must bust in even 
if you say they can’t. 

4. If the person named in an 
arrest warrant decides to 
surrender, he or she should go 
outside and lock the door 
behind to prevent the police 
from inviting themselves into 
the house. 

5. If the police believe the 
person named in an arrest 
warrant is in the house, they 
can look in closets and under 
beds, but not in unreasonable 
places like drawers. y 
6. You can be busted for 
anything illegal that is in plain 
view. If the police find illegal 
property and ask whose it is, 
NO ONE SHOULD CLAIM IT. 
7. You should only be required 
to identify yourself. If they 
ask more questions, tell them, 
“I HAVE NOTHING TO SAY 
UNTIL. I SEE MY 
LAWYER.”

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New Student President Thinks Senate ‘Moderate’ 


Ed. Note—Peter T. Weins, elected Vice-President of the BCC Student Senate, has recently taken over the office 
of President, vacated by Katie Price. Miss Price was unavailable for comment. What follows is an interview 


between FULCRUM Staff member Jim Johnston and President Weins in which Mr. Weins clarifies his position 


on several issues concerning student affairs. 


JJ: What is the importance of 
Student Senate at B.C.C.? 

PW: The Senate is important 
as a means of giving students a 
voice in the control of what’s 
going on here at the college. It is 

-necessary in order to maintain a 


relationship between the 
students, the faculty, the 
administration and the 
community. 


JJ: What would you like to see 
the Student Senate accomplish in 
the next two terms. 

BCC? 

PW: Id like to see the student 
body brought together on some 
issue - any issue. Hopefully, that 
issue will be the raising of 
activity fees for which we will be 
having a referendum later this 
term. 

JJ: What is your position on 
the Athletic Board of Control 
controversy and is your position 
the same as that of the Senate 
itself? 

PW: There isn’t any Athletic 
Board of Control controversy as 
far as representation goes. In the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the 
Administrative Council for 
Student Affairs, our 
representation is clearly spelled 
out - we have equal 
representation. Mr. Baldwin 
wrote a letter to the Evening 
Press blowing up a controversy 
because he’s unhappy over this 
representation. Now that we 
have equal representation and a 
voice in his area, he seems shook 
up. No one’s advocating doing 
away with basketball - we’d just 
like answers to some questions on 

, Where the money goes - and why 
‘basketball seems to be the only 
sport recognized on this campus. 


There are other sports and I 
think, monitarily, they’re getting 
the short end of the stick. 

JJ: There has always been 
criticism leveled at Student 
Government here at B.C.C. Many 
say the Senate is powerless, 
others say the Senate has too 
much power. First of all, what is 
your response to these critics and 
secondly, in your opinion does the 
Senate have too much or too little 
power. 

PW: The Senate is in its second 
year here at BCC. There are 
changes to be made for the 
better. As I take office, I’m 
recomending three necessary 
amendments to the constitution 
immediately. Yes, it’s a new 
body, it’s a young body, and there 
are many changes that could be 
made to make it better. It doesn’t 
have too much power and it 
doesn’t have too little power. It’s 
a beginning body. 

JJ: In what areas would you 
like to see more power given to 
the senate? 

PW: I'd like to see more power 
given to the senate in an overall 
evaluation of activity fees. Now, 
when I say this, I don’t want to 
alienate Mr. Baldwin. I’m 
merely advocating that athletics 
should have a line item budget as 
the clubs do. 

JJ: How would you describe 
the senate? Left, Right, or 
Moderate. 

PW: The Senate would have to 
be described as very Moderate. I 
think, there ’re people that lean 
to the left, people that lean to the 
right, and ther ’re people right in 
the middle. is, a very moderate 
senate. 

JJ: In the rceat Freshman 
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Representation elections, 
approximately ten percent of the 
total student body voted. This is 
just one example of the apathy 
that exists on the part of the 
student body. What do you think 


are the reasons behind this 
apathy? 
PW: Well, Jim, this is a 


community college campus. It’s 
easy to say ten percent of the 
people turned out and they’re 
very apathetic. But I think in an 
off-year national election if you 
get 50 percent you’re doing 
damm well. In a college election, 
if you get one third of the student 
body voting, that’s very good. 
I’m notsaying that it’s good from 
an ethical standpoint, but I’m 
saying it’s good from a realistic 
standpoint. If you can get a third 
of the people aroused enough to 
get up and vote, then that’s very 
good. Ten percent, on a 
community college campus, is 
poor but it’s not outstandingly 
poor. In the environment of the 
community college you have 
people that aren’t on campus for 
more-than two or three hours a 
day and when you have people 
coming up to a poll booth to vote 
and when they can honestly say 
that they don’t know anybody on 
the ballott, then you can’t ask 
that person to vote. With in this 
community college you can’t, 
especially where we have no 
recreation center, no place where 
the students can get together, 
and it’s especially hard for 
students to get to know one 
another as they would ina college 
with dorms. |

PW: Well, hopefully we’re 


First Waterbed Death Reported

Tucson, Ariz. (CPS) — Malcom 
Coors, a University of Arizona 
grad student in economics, is 
apparently the first fatality of 
the waterbed fad sweeping 
“nouveau-riche hippies this year. 
Coors had been watching a 
late-night talk show on his tiny 
Sony Television, which had 
frayed electrical connecting 
wires. The set fell into a puddle 

— the result of his cat clawing at 
the waterbed — and he was 
electrocuted. The electrically 
charged water seeped up and

surrounded his body before he 
could reach safety. Malcolm 
would have been 23 two days 
following the accident. 
Ironically, Malcom had just 
completed writing a paper for 
his “Economics and Culture” 
class on the waterbed price war. 
The paper, entitled “Price and 
Quality Factors Affecting Cost 
of Liquified Mattresses: A Ten 
City Sample,” had been sold to 
Lyle Stuart Publishers of New 
York. They had planned to 
release it this winter under the 
title The Sensuous Waterbed. 
The publishing house has made 


no comment on its plans now 
that the author has died. 


Coors’ economics professor, 
Cynthia Kessler, said the paper 
demonstrates how the price war 
on waterbeds, 
Los Angeles and spread to 
virtually every metropolitan area 
in the country, is really no 
different than practices 
daily by large aerospace and 
steel concerns. In fact, the Coors 
paper documents a curious 
parallel between hip-capitalists 
selling waterbeds and 
stockbrokers 
industry shares. The appendix to 
the paper, said Cynthia, is a 
description of the “waterbed’s 
effect on the user’s psyche, sex, 
and thought patterns. Evidently 
it. is this part which will 
comprise the bulk of the Lyle 
Stuart book.

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‘‘A medical record is the 
permanent report of a person’s 
illness or injury, kept to preserve 
information of medical, scientific 
and legal value!....describing 
how the patient’s illness was 
diagnosed and treated..., medical 
records are needed to help 
doctors diagnose and treat future 
illness, verify insurance claims, 
plan hospitals, inform the public 
and aid researchers.” 

The above paragraph, taken 
from BCC’s college catalog, 
describes the curriculum being 
reviewed this issue, Medical 
Record Technology. It is fairly 
new, and was made a distinct 
curriculum from Medical Office 
only two years ago. This enables 
the student taking Medical 
Records to get a more thorough 
understanding of the field, with 
courses more conducive to future 
work. 

There are currently six seniors 
and sixteen freshmen in the MR 
curriculum; it is a small class, 
but this didn’t seem to hinder the 
students outlook. They were 
rather enthusiastic about the 
small size, since it allows more 
direct practice in labs and they 
don’t lose their identity as 
individuals. When questioned 
about the objectives of the 
course, the girls agreed it was to 
learn proficiency in protecting 
the patient legally, due to the 
private information of the 
records. 

The senior girls felt the most 


important aspect of study was 
lab work, which involves working 
with records at local hospitals 
two days a week. The MR seniors 
enjoy this type of lab work, since 
it affords them the opportunity to 
get acquainted with the hospital 
system, also it ties things 
together for the girls, giving their 
class much more meaning. 

When asked why they chose 
this particular curriculum, the 
girls felt MR offered secretarial 
work, but in a more rewarding 
fashion. It also offers the hospital 
atmosphere, but not a. direct 
involvement with patients, but 
rather with doctors. 

When questioned as to whether 
or not they were going to continue 
their education, a few of the 
senior girls said they hoped to 
continue ~and earn _ their 
baccalaureate degree in medical 
education, which will enable 
them to teach medical record 
technology, or function as 
department head in a medical 
record office. The MR students, 
after completion of two years, 
have an option to take.a test; if 
successful, they become an 
Accredited Record Technologist 
(A.R.T.) which automatically 
increases pay. The girls are also 
eligible to join AMA. 

The Medical Record 
Technology curriculum is a 
small, compact course, yet its 
possibilities are varied and 
lucrative, holding many openings 
and opportunities for its students.

Anti-Drug Spots Unacceptable 


Los Angeles (CPS) _ 
Hanna - Barbera _ Production, 
creators of the cartoon series 
Yogi Bear and the Flintstones, 
last week released three public 


service television commericals 
designed to instill confidence in 
the “American enterprise 
system.” 


The ads were produced at the 
request of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce which 


hopes to air them nationally as _ 


free public-service messages. 
Chamber Vice-President Arch N. 
Booth introduced the campaign 
“to get simple economic issues 
to the people, most of whom 
don’t read (newspapers).”’ 
According to Booth, one film 
dealt with opportunities 
inherent in the competitive- 
enterprise system, a second 
defended the profit motive, and 
the third taught that ‘the 
consumer is boss.” 
Hanna-Barbera Productions 
was recently cited as being 
unacceptable by the National 
Clearinghouse for Drug Abuse 
Information newsletter, which 


tates drug abuse information 
available to the media for 
scientific accuracy. The 


company produced five 3 — 


second anti-drug ads in which 
animated figures are jointed with 
lively music and distorted sound 
effects to illustrate effects and 
potential dangers of drug abuse. 
The reviewers commented: 
“Without stating direct 
about drugs, the spots tend to 
convey several stereotypes about 
“drugs: all drugs are bad, drugs 
will consume the user, and all 


facts - 


drugs lead to death. 

The marijuana spot implies 
that marijuana use leads 
inevitably to other drugs. An 
animated cigarette takes a boy 
by the hand and leads the boy to 
a door that opens to strange 
objects which capture him.

The reviewers concluded with 
an emphatic understatement 
“This generalization cannot be 
supported.” 

In one of the spot-commer- 
cials, a smiling boy prepares to 
take a tablet, but the tablet 
grows larger and devours him.

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(CPS) — A special report 
issued by the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) on the 
Nixon Administration and the 
press has charged the executive 
branch of the federal 
government with attempted 
restraint on the press through a 
“chilling effect’? on first 
amendment rights. 

According to the report, “The 
most significant result of the 
attacks has not been ad series of 
court and administrative rulings 
permanently restraining the 
freedom of the press . . . rather 
it has been the subtle tendency 
of the press to itself pull back. . 

to engage in self-censorsnip.” 

It started, says the report, at

the time of Vice President 
Agnew’s November, 1969, Des 
Moines speech which 
simultaneously criticized the 
television networks and remind- 
ed them that they enjoyed “a 
monopoly sanctioned and licen- 
sed by government.” The chill 
came, said the newsmen 
interviewed for the report, not 
out of an inability on the part of 
the press to take criticism, but 
out of the quality ‘of the 
criticism. 

Shortly after Agnew’s speech 
federal investigators subpoenaed 
the files and unused photographs 
of Time, Life and Newsweek, on 
the Weathermen. In January of 
1970 federal investigators 
subpoenaed all used and unused 
film of the .Columbia 
Broadcasting System on the 
Black Panthers. 

In February of 1970 Early 
Caldwell, a New York Times 
Teporter, was subpoenaed by a 
federal grand jury to turn over 
his notes on the Black Panthers. 
He refused and an historic court 
battle that is yet to be settled 
ensued. 

Escalation of the information 
war has resulted in increased 
attacks on the media, both print 
and electronic, by the 
administration according to the 
report. The latest attacks were 
on CBS for their documentary

ACLU Charges Claim Nixon 
Attempted to Restrain Press 


The Selling of the Pentagon and 
on the New York Times and 
Washington Post for the 
Pentagon Papers. 

The established press is not 
alone in their troubles, however, 
says the report. The 
underground and campus press is 
also feeling the brunt of subtle, 
and not-so-subtle, attacks on 
first amendment rights. 

Vendors of underground 
newspapers have been arrested, 
attempts at suppression have 
been carried out under the guise 
of obscenity charges, long-haired 
reporters and photographers 
have been threatened, and police 
press credentials -are almost 
impossible for them to obtain, 
according to the report. 

On campus, says the report, 
“Suppression, censorship, and 
self-censorship are rampant.” It 
is estimated that almost 60 


campus newspapers were 
censored in one way or another 
during the academic year 
1970-71. 


“Censorship on the campus 
comes in many forms: Trustees, 
college administrators, student 
governments, legislatures, 
publication boards and faculty 
‘advisors’, printers who refuse to 
print material that angers them 
— and, undeniably, 
self-censorship, the worst kind,” 
the report concluded. 
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But They're Extinct 


A million years ago, 
dinosaurs had a mercury 
pollution problem, reports the 
November SCIENCE DIGEST.

The Athletic Board of Control has recently 
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been subjected to criticism concerning equal 
student representation. The Student Senate 
contended that since it was student money being 
used by the ABC, then students should have 
equal voice on the ABC, rather than a minority 
position which the student body has maintained 

since the ABC’s inception. A student boycott of 
the ‘‘Meet the Hornets’’ convocation exemplified 

the concern of the students over this matter. The 
general question asked was, ‘‘Can the Athletic 

Board of Control be allotted $26,800 from the 
Student Activity Fees and use the money without 
the student’s equal voice.’’ Two weeks after the 
boycott, President Tyrrell informed the Student 
Senate leaders that the Administration Council 

for Student Affairs, had granted the renovation 

of the Athletic Board of Control. 
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The new ABC will consist of three students and 
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’ three faculty plus the Director of Athletics - ex 


officio without vote. The student members shall 
consist of two seniors and one freshman 
appointed by the Administrative Council from a 
list of at least nine students nominated by the 
Student Senate. The faculty members will be 
appointed for a three year term on a rotating 
basis with one appointed each year. A member 
may not succeed himself, until one year has 
elapsed. Both student and faculty members 
nominated for membership should submit a 
brief to the Administrative Council describing 
their previous and-or present interest and 
activity in intra-mural and-or athletic activities. 

President Tyrrell expressed his optimism 
towards the re-organized Athletic Board of 
Control. He claimed it to be ‘“‘workable”’ and that 
“they are going to give it a good try.’’ He 
believed the students did have a right to equal 
representation, especially when it concerns their 
money. Mr. Richard Baldwin, Director of 
Athletics, was asked his opinion regarding the 
membership change. However, he preferred to 
hold any comments until after he ‘‘sees how it 
will work out.”” The Student Senate were elated 
to hear the news and feel that now they are being 
heard. They also expressed their gratitude to 
President Tyrrell for his quick response to the 
problem at hand. 

Many questions still remain concerning the 
past Athletic Board of Control. Was the 
legislation, granted by the past ABC truly valid 
when only faculty members were present and 
the student representatives were not? These type 
of questions will probably grow stale and finally 
be overlooked in light of the newly adopted ABC. 
Because now there appears to be a workable 
instrument between the students and the 
Athletic Department. 

The Student Senate will still remain watchful 
of the Athletic Board of Control. They hope the 
members will sincerely investigate and question 
all legislation placed before them and not 
become merely “‘yes-men” to the Director of 
Athletics. It can be assumed that Mr. Baldwin 
would hope for members interested in athletics 
to the extent that the present athletic system will 
not be paralyzed by any radical changes. And 
President Tyrrell and the Administrative 
Council hope to see a responsible and a hard- 
working Athletic Board of Control.
